With the decision to wait until 
the first of the week to reopen school 
here because of the flu and its re­ 
lated illnesses it 
be a good 
tim e to p a s s on s o rn e of th e 
recommendations of national health 
officials. 
Health 
officials advocate the 
following precautions. 
Among 
these 
are 
avoiding 
crowds, avoiding visits to hospitals 
when not necessary, 
avoiding ex­ 
posure to the sick and excessive 
weariness, when the body is likely 
to be susceptible. 
Generally speaking, 
the young 
and healthy 
need 
not fear tragic 
results if the virus is contracted 
but the stricken should aid their body 
by bed rest, ample liquids and per­ 
haps aspirin—for a relapse caused 
by too much exertion while fighting 
the disease can become 
serious. 
Those in essential jobs, the infirm 
and the elderly are advised to seek 
Hong Kong flu vaccine immediately. 


We are glad to see the local 
Landowner’s Association 
is spon­ 
soring 
a 
public 
meeting on the 
Governor’s Report on Public School 
Education. 
Meetings such as this 
are needed if tile public is to under­ 
stand this report and support the 
parts that are desirable. 
And, this is where the p^M em s 
of a report as far reaching as this 
lie. 
The full context of the report 
and the far-reaching affect it would 
have on our whole education system 
could easily get lost in the uproar 
over the consolidation aspect and 
the costs. These are the two parts 
that are getting most of the dis­ 
cussion but in the final outcome of 
the report and how it comes out of 
the legislature they may prove to be 
only a small part. 
We feel sure that in the final 
outcome there will be a lot of 
com­ 
promising, especially in the matters 
of how much money will lie needed 
and where the lines will be drawn 
on consolidations. 
When you look at the com m ittee’s 
recommendations 
on 
the size of 
school districts you find that Jones 
County is im unusual county. Most 
of the counties in West Texas and 
maybe in most of Texas have one 
principle town with the great maj­ 
ority of students attending one school 
district. But in Jones County we have 
three principle towns with none of 
the 
schools 
having 
most of the 
county’s students. 
When you look at the situation 
in 
this 
light 
you 
see that 
in 
many counties it is feasible that a 
consolidation 
could 
be effected 
without creating too many problems 
but in counties like ours the prob­ 
lem becomes something else again. 
Looking at the counties around 
us it is possible that the only school 
in Stonewall could be Aspermont, 
the only school in Haskell County 
could tx' at Haskell, in Fisher it 
could be at Rotan, in Nolan it would 
be at Sweetwater and in Shackelford 
it could be at Albany. 
In none of 
these cases would very many stu­ 
dents be involved in bussing. 
Because we feel that the overall 
effect of the report on public edu­ 
cation in Texas would be good we 
hope 
that 
everyone 
will 
take a 
positive approach to the matter and 
pick out the better aspects of the 
plan and work for its passage in the 
legislature. 
A negative app roach 
could nullify the better features of 
the program and not help solve the 
problems facing us in the future. 
We are sure that there will be 
many changes in the report before 
it becomes law and our only hope is 
that it does not get watered down too 
far before it reaches the governor’s 
desk. Two facts seem plain--a great 
many of our sm aller schools need 
to be eliminated and education is 
going to cost us more money. How 
far we go in these two matters is 
the question that must be decided 
and not if we are going to do any­ 
thing or not.
